(c) sorrow for sin; desire make reparation for 
sin: (e) determination sin more. 

This devotion must brought bear the 
various concrete life situations the child. The teach- 
must her guard, lest she make the teaching 
this, any devotion, purely abstract. She may suc- 
ceed arousing pious and sympathetic emotions 
the child, but fail bring the intellect and the will 
into play. Unless these two faculties are made func- 
tion various forms self-activity, the teacher’s 
efforts will vain. 

The intellect may made function: 
reading and reflecting the history the Passion; 
correlating the work the Religion and Eng- 
lish classes with the teaching this devotion; (c) 
associating the devotion with the study art music, 
painting, poetry, etc. 

The will may made function: (a) the 
practice spiritual exercises pertaining the Pas- 
sion; the practice mortification and self- 
denial; (c) the practice charity. 

(For the convenience the teacher, material relat- 
ing these various aspects the devotion will 
added the end this study.) 

This devotion must practiced with specific ends 
view. These may be: making reparation for past 
sins; (6) avoiding sin the future; (c) growing 
virtue and holiness; acquiring strong personal 
love for Christ; insuring eternal salvation. 

The application these various 
render the teaching this devotion more effective. 
They undoubtedly will help the child form habits 
that will aid him the solution the many problems 
will encounter when the days school life are over.

His sorrow all but crushed Him, bowed His beauti- 
ful Head and exclaimed: “Father, not will, but 
Thine done.” will all things, the 
root holiness and perfection.

“Friend, whereto art thou 
Dost thou betray the Son Man with These 
pathetic words the Savior also addresses those souls 
who communicate unworthily. the very altar rail, 
the Garden Olives, Christ sometimes finds the 
wicked heart, the treacherous kiss, and the black in- 
gratitude Judas.

Dangers the Movement

Editor’s Note. A warning against the use of city-wide tests to make judg- 
ments of comparative merit, rather than for diagnosis —a very real danger. 


danger signs the skating rink serve 

warnings the skaters avoid thin ice. un- 

welcome cold bath and possible serious disaster 
are the penalties for disregarding them. During May 
and June danger signs should posted the field 
school administration and supervision lest principals, 
supervisors, and superintendents soon find themselves 
immersed the frigid atmosphere unhealthy teach- 
and pupil attitudes. Unquestionably, the testing 
movement has been provocative much good. has 
brought objectivity into the educational process; has 
promoted greater teaching efficiency; has been the 
source many great improvements. the same time, 
however, there are certain by-products connected with 
testing which must filtered off lest they poison the 
entire system. Their recognition and avoidance the 
job every school executive. 


The Comparison Schools 


The first, the radical and probably the most im- 
manent danger associated with city-wide diocesan 
testing the comparison schools. Uniform quarteriy 
semester tests are administered all schools the 
city the diocese, medians are computed, and that 
basis judged the efficiency the instruction the 
respective schools, the efficiency the teaching or- 
ders. Such inference deduction flagrant viola- 
tion all rules logic and scientific educational pro- 
cedure. Even though such comparison may not ac- 
tually made, the mind the individual teacher 
principal the opportunity afforded for and the 
attitude created. 

Units for comparison are single variables and the 
median computed city diocesan test not 
any stretch the imagination single variable. 
composite and complex. For instance, reading St. 
Clement’s School reading speed comprehen- 
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sion reading St. Mary’s School are not single 
variables and cannot compared. The grade school 
median involved thing, combination many 
factors which are not identical with those another 
school. St. Clement’s may operating under system 
limited, average, and accelerated grouping, which 
each pupil given task that can and held 
it. Naturally, this school will have little retarda- 
tion; there will few over-age pupils any grade; 
pupils superior ability will complete the eight grades 
twelve thirteen years age, and enter upon the 
enriched program the high school. St. Mary’s, 
the other hand, may functioning the unit-grade 
plan where each pupil proceeds with his grade year 
year, where there acceleration and high rate 
retardation. Inevitably, St. Mary’s will make higher 
score the medians computed from the reading-test 
results, because there are more mentally over-age pu- 
pils each grade and the entire Yet 
would entirely erroneous conclude that St. 
Clement’s, with the lower median, inferior read- 
ing St. Mary’s. Any principal can boost grade 
median having sufficient number retarded chil- 
dren the grade. 

the city diocesan test results English, St. 
Stanislaus’ School may have lower median than St. 
Vincent’s. Again complex situation has arisen which 
offers little basis for comparison scores. St. Stan- 
children have native Polish background 
definite English handicap.

median, long Sister Margaret’s children must 
high Sister Veronica’s, just long will the good 
the individual child sacrificed the altar 
pride. 

Even though there are few dangerous places 
the lake, people can still enjoy their skating and profi: 
from this healthful exercise. Likewise, even though 
there are dangers this testing movement, educators 
can still use them and reap great profits. School execu- 
tives must their guard ward off the evil effects, 
which are extrinsic the movement itself. 
them keep their eyes the spirit the movement 
and not focus entirely the machinery. There 
tendency feel that once the machinery assembled 
the benefits will follow automatically the autos 
come off the end the conveyor. The construction, 
administration, scoring, and tabulation semester 
tests are the least important parts the movement. 
The resulting improvement learning the part 
the pupil should the end product testing. this 
fruit reaped, the testing the city the dio- 
cese must organized and administered men and 
women who understand the underlying philosophy, 
who know the scientific methods test construction, 
who are able assist the teacher and principal in- 
terpret the results for that school and that grade and 
that child. Put the child not the city, not the parish, 
not the diocese the center the picture.

United States today, there urgent need for educa- 
tional guidance through the elementary school, the high 
school, and the college. 

The scope this study the consideration prob- 
lems that present themselves the senior-high-school 
teacher his effort discharge his duties counselor 
the students intrusted his care. That there are 
many problems self-evident the most casual ob- 
server and that there must offered some sort 
workable solution most these problems within 
reasonable time after they are recognized also 
evident. the multiplicity problems and the 
persistent urge with which they cry for solution that 
make the daily task the high-school counselor very 
trying one. 

Attempting definition the problem the high- 
school counselor, one may say that consists 
demand upon his resources daily assist each pupil 
toward fuller self-realization and create atmos- 
phere which will best for providing both the incen- 
tive and the opportunity for this self-realization. The 
complexity his problem increased 
factors: (1) the material with which has deal, 
(2) the fact that there central bureau, (3) the 
fact that has specific training. 

The material, pupils, with which the counselor 
ordinary high school must deal varied nature. 
The school must offer educational opportunity “all 
the children all the people” and the duty the 
counselor direct them that high grade citizen- 
ship may result. Boys and girls high-school age 
coming from all types homes, while highly 
susceptible “training” guiding are indeed very 
strongly self-determining, influenced they have been 
previous experience their respective homes and 
earlier school surroundings. 

The possibility directed guidance through 
strongly centralized bureau was conceived very early 
the attempt perfect counseling programs. From 
theoretical standpoint, this method counseling 
seems quite effective. Specialized students human 
endeavor all its functioning could forcibly and 
wisely direct all the students’ activities happy 
realization the best results. But, practically, has 
not seemed work this way. Rather did the attempt 
render such service from central bureau, accord- 
ing Mr. prove both ineffective and

guidance today, that the counselor may not resort 
vague generalizations which, practical applica- 
tion, mean nothing, seems just true the fact that 
there for narrowness” selecting and reject- 
ing the molding the ideal true culture today. 


Necessity for Study 

Perhaps the first fact the high-school counselor must 
conscientiously face the complexity the guidance 
program and the need his acquaintance with all 
its phases. His study should include: first, full real- 
ization the kinds guidance; second, apprecia- 
tion what constitutes proper attitude toward guid- 
ance; and third, study desirable attitude toward 
fellow counselors. 

The following are the five divisions under which 
guidance principles, aims, and current practices may 
studied 

interests, aptitudes, and capacities school children, 
involving (1) knowledge ability employ and 
interpret results tests; (2) knowledge ability 
interpret questionnaires, rating scales, personnel 
records, etc. 

II. Adjustment school tasks needs and abilities

III. Cultural guidance the direction school 
activities and courses with view promoting sym- 
metrical growth and development, involving (1) culti- 
vation social-civic attitudes, habits, and skills; (2) 
correct health habits; (3) stimulation esthetic and 
recreational interests; (4) utilization all available 
agencies for character building. 

IV. Vocational guidance, involving (1) collecting 
and imparting vocational information; (2) help given 
selection vocational objective; (3) help given 
securing training; (4) assistance rendered securing 
employment; (5) adequate follow-up individual. 

Organization agencies necessary carry out 
guidance program, involving (1) securing interest 
classroom teacher (2) providing full-time part-time 
counselor; (3) development, where feasible, 
department research and guidance. 

Under these five heads, viz., Exploration, Cur- 
riculum, Cultural, Vocational, and Administrative 
(perhaps omitting the Administrative), 
grouped the various guidance activities the high- 
school counselor. Truly formidable list! 


Exploration Abilities 


Under Exploration, the knowledge value and use 
tests prime importance. “If scientifically vali- 
dated and applied, such tests will provide the school 
administrator with efficient tool for discovering the 
differences learning ability among his Tests 
are undisputed help, but, course, have limitations 
usefulness. The newest idea guidance through 
test the application the results the special-abil- 
ities test. difficult say just how successful this 
line testing may become, because difficult 
predict vocational success. Dr. Toops, his research, 
has put all abilities into three fields: (1) ability deal 
with ideas symbols for ideas; (2) ability deal 
with mechanical elements; (3) ability deal with 
clerical 

Among other-than-test aids exploratory guidance 
may listed these: interview, questionnaire, 
(c) self-analysis, observations parents, teachers, 
associates, prognostic diagnosis. 


Adjusting the Curriculum 


Under Curriculum, the counselor may well consider 
the six fields taken They include all the 
activities usually recognized the educator today: 
(a) training for occupational efficiency; (6) training 
for parenthood (c) training for citizenship; (d) train- 
ing for physical efficiency; training for leisure; 
(f) training for social intercommunication.

Cultural Guidance 


The third division, Cultural Guidance, 
counseling any other-than-school subject. most 
important the direction the numerous interests 
the adolescent and may broadly said include 
guidance for activities social, moral, civic, health- 
building, and recreational nature. When these activ- 
ities are properly set up, and individually 
adjusted, shall indeed sure happy solution 
many educational difficulties. Proctor claims that, 
were the social-civic aim education properly satis- 
fied, child should leave high school without: (1) 
fund knowledge regarding civic institutions and 
community life; (2) fund knowledge the im- 
portant social institutions; (3) chance have par- 
ticipated school activities paralleling social activities 
adult life; (4) training will give time, talent, 
and resources socially beneficial enterprises." 

Under health-building activities, the counselor, in- 
deed, has the assistance nurse, doctor, and records.

The 
counselor who undertakes his task with high aim 
locate the best abilities his pupils, train these 
abilities the most effective way, and finally launch 
the trained boy girl into well-chosen career, un- 
doubtedly working for the best interests his profes- 
sion. There nobler work, but again there 
more difficult work. 

The attitude the high-school counselor toward the 
curricular and cultural activities has been considered 
the foregoing. word regarding ethical valuation 
may here included. democratic society, one 
the most important objectives the secondary school 
ethical character. develop this ethical character, 
many means suggest themselves, e.g., wise selection 
content and methods instruction, preference 
certain types social contact, particular branches 
athletics, but most important all the spirit 
service and true democracy which should live and 
felt throughout the entire school including prin- 
cipal, teacher, and students. 

The attitude the adviser toward guidance quite 
evident the students and when this attitude shows 
any insincerity the part the adviser, the result 
can immeasurably harmful the student. re- 
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quired, therefore, that the successful high-school coun- 
selor look first his own ethical standards, since 
absolutely essential that who wishes govern 
others must first able govern himself.

Article VI. Landscape Composition 

this point, following the development which 
has gone with the preceding articles, students 
should given short course technical 
color. The writer feels that ought not neces- 
sary repeat what was said about color the series 
for elementary grades which was published last year.

March, 1932. Those articles practically cover the essen- 
tials, and studied restudied will give the student 
the basis for color practice.

This present article deals with transferring the fun- 
damentals design into the field picture making, 
particularly landscape. More specifically speaking, 
effort made here show how the theory spacing, 
developed articles previously published, may ap- 
ply composition pictorial work. teacher can 


lead her students the point where they can an- 
alyze landscape, she has done much toward the de- 
velopment the skill which underlies successful 
composition. 

When one has acquired the essentials knowledge 
spacing they apply design decoration has 
them for all time, for they not vary they into 
other fields; that is, they vary only application. 
the purpose this section the series being pre- 
sented show how one who has knowledge 
spacing may utilize that knowledge his planning 
landscape— how may place and arrange the ele- 
ments which enter into landscape building such 
way will interest the observer principally because 
its variety.

The same spac- 
ing, varied and proportionate, that was studied the

successfully plan, organize, and arrange picture must 
have his command that power these things 
according the accepted principles design. 

The great importance design landscape should 
stressed. The notion that landscape should 
direct representation nature should obliterated. 
The most successful method doing this with stu- 
dents have them see how the elements involved 
are taken from nature and then adjusted and arranged 
make picture with nature used only its 
basis and inspiration. This arranging what called 
“composition.” 

The success composition depends exclusively 
upon how closely the painter has adhered the prin- 
ciples design. Unless has called upon his 
edge these principles spacing and grouping 
guide and direct him putting his picture together, 
almost sure not have arrangement which 
will attract and hold the interest observer. This 
attraction which grasps the attention the observer 
present only when the picture has design 
force. The design force has variety, harmony, 
and all other essential attributes. 

The following sketches with the discussion which 
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accompanies them should make clear the reader_just 
how one should proceed the simple the more 
intricate dealing with the design landscape. Each 
sketch carries its own suggestion. 

The size and shape picture the first thing 
considered. Here the initial demand for apprecia- 
tion the theory spacing. Our feeling for variety 
calls for pleasing relationship between width and 
length inclosing space. our study design 
discovered that the ratio approximately 
satisfactory more exactly the accepted rela- 
tion. The longer dimension, course, may run hori- 
zontally perpendicularly. Group shows poor pro- 
portions. the square, lacks variety because both di- 
mensions are alike. and are extremes. There 
too great variance between width and length. These 
shapes, too, are impracticable because there not 
sufficient space accommodate elements which enter 
into landscape. Group illustrates more pleasing 
space. more satisfying the eye and more 
practical. 

When the size and general shape the picture space 
have been established, the next step break that 
space into the most fundamental division— land and 
sky. This must done conform with the rules 
spacing. Group III observe that Figure shows 
the division practically one-third land and two-thirds 
sky. This dividing the picture area into land and sky 
spaces gives basic horizontal elements which 
later further varied addition subdivisions sug- 
gested modification which nature puts into land 
and sky. 

Vertical spacing, from left right, may produced 
the way Group suggests. Figure this group 
has vertical line which, with the line indicating 
the edge the land, breaks the picture area into 
variety figures differing size. This the begin- 
ning scheme subdivisions which will work into 
the pattern the composition. Figure this group 
shows this vertical line transformed into tree trunk. 
merely shows the first step organizing one. 

Group illustrates devious ways putting more 
interest into these basic spaces. Each sketch speaks

for itself. Advanced treatment each case adds some- 
thing the sketch which preceded it. Group sug- 
gests the use decorative landscape modified 
shapes. Such problem furnishes excellent opportunity 
for the use “designed” landscapes. 

Figure Group VI, furnishes model for study. 
Consider the space formed the trees against the sky 
space, running from left right. Investigation reveals 
that they vary size and shape. Not only the 
background spaces vary among themselves but they 
differ from the spaces formed the tree trunks. This 
careful planning spaces very closely related 
space-planning found decoration. Analyzing the 
picture from the lower edge find two major 
spaces, one for land and shrubbery, the other for sky. 
The difference between these two very obvious. 
will noticed that the division such will break 
the total space into approximately one third and two 
thirds. This definitely planned just such spacing 
was done working out decorations.

Second, must have 
sufficient physical and mental qualities for that sort 
vocation. Third, must accepted those 
power so. 

person feels himself called the religious life, 
must have not only the desire for it, but must 
have will power sufficient lead the religious life ac- 
cording the rules and constitutions the Order 
which wishes belong. must also good 
physical condition for the work the Order, and 
must have the mental qualities that will make him 
capable fulfilling the duties his state. person, 
for instance, who would have his right hand off, 
matter how great his desire priest might be, 
could certainly told definitely that had voca- 
tion the priesthood, for essential ordination 
that the candidate have his right hand. Likewise, 
young man might have the desire and the will be- 
come priest; might perfect physical health, 
but have none the qualities mind necessary 
pursue the studies for that vocation; might even 
able grasp many the studies necessary, but simply 
could not learn Latin, theology; certainly would 
not accepted for ordination, and consequently 
had vocation for the priesthood. might even 
carry the consideration further. Here young man 
with the desire and the will become priest. 
has sufficient physical and mental health, but can- 
not get bishop accept him. has vocation! 
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Why not teach the boys judge their vocation 
like manner? Here’s boy who comes and 
says: “Brother, I’m going get college. Dad 
told last night. I’m going take engineering.” 
Now know that that boy could hardly get passing 
grade simple algebra, and had take plane geom- 
etry the second time order get his credit. could 
let that boy right on, finish his high-school course 
and college, only have him fail his course 
and have his whole life, possibly, spoiled. But what 
should acquaint him with the fact that the 
engineering course one the difficult that 
there college, and that one should think 
taking unless really likes, and can easily under- 
stand, mathematics. And with every other walk 
life. How many failure might not prevent 
would take the time explain the three great 
requisites aforementioned. 

Some will argue, possibly, that this has nothing 
with religion class: that this matter 
considered the occupations course. Yes, the matter 
should discussed very thoroughly occupations, 
the school has such course; but since much our 
happiness this life and the life come depends 
upon the way live, feel that this question for 
the religion teacher discuss. The very fact that 
brought the religion class invests with 
greater degree seriougness than would accompany 
the other course. Let all our power 
prevent misfits, vocational failures, shattered lives!

(100 days indul- 
gence, once day. Pius IX, Feb. 1877.)

Pay little something, even; will 
worth it! The Catholic who subscribes, gives the 
papers his friends after has read them, helps 
get subscribers, gives them his non-Catholic friends, 
gives them the public library after finished 
with them, sends them the prisons, etc., Lay 
Apostle indeed, for doing his share spread the 
word God, promote truth, overcome bigotry, 
and spread good will among men! Isn’t that glorious 
work Can’t our students taught that? Their 
enthusiasm will proportion their teachers’.

Sometimes the simplest example may teach the deep- 
est truth. think that was even though the 
truth negative —in the following case.

must clear that the conclusion this lesson 
anticlimax. the situation put most bluntly, 
have God made the image man. anthro- 
pomorphism. God described terms man’s abil- 
ities sure, negation but nevertheless the 
Infinite explained the finite. 

There fundamental pedagogical blunder the 
procedure. the assumption that seemingly every- 
thing can developed. The creative act God ex- 
plained terms man’s manipulation the products 
God’s creation. This one the things that should 
told directly, for cannot developed. The essen- 
tial fact there was nothing. Then God’s word 
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only there was something: earth and sky and sun and 
moon and stars the whole creation. 

When say that man creates, mean merely that 
changes the form the products that God gives. 
takes the wood and the iron nature. One makes 
into hammers and nails and screws and bolts. An- 
other takes the wood trees and makes into boards. 
And John takes these things, puts them together, and 
behold, wagon. 

Thus the simple lesson the child wagonmaker 
points strikingly danger that may come the 
wake our catechetical instruction, even with the best 
intentions the world. may teach falsehood rather 
than truth. may, this case, furnish basis for 
false thinking that man too prone follow the 
making God the image man. 

This pedagogical error cannot too often exposed. 
This the error that everything can developed, and 
the closely related error, misunderstanding the 
child’s experience basis for the development 
ideas. 


Doctrine and Christian Character 


too often presumed that the word catechization 
and teaching the catechism are one and the same thing. 
Teaching the catechism the very definite effort 
give children, ordinarily, the knowledge Christian 
doctrine.

Mental Arithmetic

Get the child interested the study you are teaching and 
success sure follow. Make the period interesting for the 
class. Take mental arithmetic for instance. The first thing 
the morning, after religion, give ten more minutes men- 
tal work. Easy, practical problems are always best. Often 
when beginning problem, start story. Children always 
enjoy story. The farmer the character class likes the 
best. The farmer (usually giving him name) getting ready 
start for the city sell some his products. bright 
morning, and happy starting out, thinks go- 
ing out make good sale. Then ask the children what the 
farmer will load his truck. Right away they will mention 
vegetables that appeal them. When there the truck 
much they can work out, starts for the city. The 
first grocery store comes happens one they all 
know. The children enjoy that, because brings the farmer 
nearer home. 

“Farmer Brown” goes into the store, greets the grocer, and 
asks him wants any products from the farm. “Well,” 
says the grocer, “what have you this morning?” They begin 
enumerate the different vegetables. “Well, have four 
bushels Then ask the children the price po- 
tatoes per bushel, and then how much for four bushels. There 
are some children who always seem know the price every- 
thing the line eatables. They always look important. 
After having reasoned out his sale potatoes, they then 
reason out his sale onions and the rest his vegetables 
till everything sold out. Never exceed what the children 
can work out. this time they know just how much money 
Farmer Brown has his pocketbook. 

Then begins another side the story. you not have 
time the same day give this side the problem, resume 
the next day saying, children, how much money did 
the farmer have his pocketbook yesterday?” They will have 
the sum ready, and anxious continue the story. Then 
begin saying that the farmer man and wants 
pay some his bills before returning home. Here, give 
them little talk honesty, much needed these days 
automobiles what they should be, growing men and 
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women; how everybody loves and trusts the honest man, 
etc. Well, the farmer says himself, the doctor, the dentist, 
the insurance man, etc., have paid their money. They 
have live well cannot pay them all today, but 
will give each some money the bill, and pay the rest later. 
goes first the doctor, saying: how much 
owe you?” The doctor tells him, but the farmer replies that 
cannot pay all, but will pay half. all right,” says 
the doctor. are honest man, pay what you can.” The 
farmer leaves the office and the same way goes through 
the dialogue between the dentist and the insurance man, each 
time the children making out the account and knowing just how 
much left after paying bills.

Writing compositions the history and symbolism the 
vestments was veritable joy, when each pupil knew his paper 
was illustrated cut-out pictures. 

The first project was natural outgrowth our study 
the sixth chapter the second book Father Campion’s 
course religion, though, course, the vesting the figure 
the priest would good project matter what the text 
used. Enthusiasm could awakened immediately merely 
showing the children fully vested figure. 

The cutting out the parts was assigned homework 
task, three days being allowed for this, make sure that 
each pupil would prepared. preferred, there reason 
why this could not done during the class period. Mean- 
while two dependable pupils were given charge making the 
amices for all the pupils. the day assigned, one period was 
given for vesting the priest. The textbook directions were fol- 
lowed the pupils, the teacher helping where necessary. 

The next assignment consisted illustrated talk the 
pupils “How the Priest Vests for Mass,” each article be- 
ing shown, and put the figure during the talk. These 
lustrated lectures” could varied and made quite compli- 
cated appointing some the more ambitious pupils 
research work the detailed description and history the 
vestments. Such lectures were fine approach the note- 
book project, which was now easily launched, enthusiasm 
had reached white heat. 

“How the Church Began Use formed in- 
teresting subject for the introductory composition the note- 
book. 

After this essay was completed, began the detailed study 
the vestments. outline was made class, the pupils 
giving the opinions the topics that ought included. 
The same outline was used for each vestment. The one agreed 
upon was follows: 

Description: Size and shape, Material, Orna- 
mentation. 

II. History: Antiquity, Origin, Development. 
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III. Symbolism: Object virtue symbolized, Fit- 
ness the symbolism. 

IV. Relation the Passion. 

While the fourth topic really part the third, was 
thought better treat separately, order emphasize 
the fact that the Mass reaily the same sacrifice that 
Calvary, and make sure that this study would not merely 
intellectual, but result real acts devotion Mass. 

order that the pupils might not grow tired too much 
writing, and also give time for research work, one compo- 
sition was required each week, usually Monday. This also 
gave the teacher time for thorough supervision the written 
work. The best three compositions each vestment were 
called compositions, marked with gold star, and re- 
warded extra points. How eagerly the children looked for 
the returns! 

After the compositions had been returned, one period was 
given for rewriting them. The corrected copies were returned 
the teacher kept until the series was complete. When 
all the material was ready, there were, besides the introductory 
composition, one each the vestments worn Mass, one 
the general meaning and use liturgical colors, short 
one each color, one the principal liturgical vessels, one 
the most important sanctuary furnishings, and, last but 
not least, one the duties and privileges the acolyte. The 
daily missal proved very useful here. 

Finally, simple cover was made heavy paper, cut 
inches, and folded with three-fourths inch tuck one- 
half inch each side the center. Holes were punched these 
tucks, fit the filler paper used, and the whole was fastened 
with one-inch paper fasteners. Those pupils 
clined were allowed decorate them. This decoration would 
form excellent project for art class, but circumstances 
forced forego decoration class project. 

were now ready for the last step—the dedication 
the books. The interest, originality, and the deep feeling dis- 
played the pupils writing their dedications was revela- 
tion, well source intense gratification. 

Another project along the same lines would the making 
little pasteboard altar, using cut-outs for some the 
altar furnishings.

The new English Gothic stone building contains the ad- 
ministration offices, lecture hall, science hall, and faculty 
quarters. The present units will accommodate 500 students. 
them, the future, will added auditorium, chapel, 
and library building. 

The architects the new building, Messrs. Wogan and Ber- 
nard, have produced simple, dignified, and harmonious struc- 
with minimum decoration these ideals keeping 
with the tradition the order Sisters for whom the work 
was planned. The present buildings represent cost $500,- 
000, exclusive grounds and equipment. 

The first floor the administration and lecture hall con- 
the domestic-science department, the cafeteria, locker 
rooms, toilets, offices, and engine and boiler room. the 
second floor are the administration offices, reception rooms, 
library with periodical room, and lecture rooms and 
classrooms. The third floor consists demonstration room 
accommodate 100 students, teachers’ offices, class and lec- 
rooms, storerooms, toilets, etc. 

The science hall, adjoining the administration and lecture 
hall, contains auditorium seating 750 people. with stage, 
dressing rooms, balcony, and motion-picture booth. The sec- 
ond and third floors provide modern laboratories for chemis- 
try, physics, biology, and pharmacy, and music rooms. Spe- 
cial acoustical treatment has been used the music rooms. 

Corridor floors are finished white and green terrazzo. 
Toilet and locker rooms have tile floors and five-foot tile 
dado. Oil burners are used provide steam heat. There are 
motor generators for direct current, provision for 
address system connecting all rooms, and clock and signal 
system. Water lines have been run brass pipes.

The Guidance Mental Growth Infant and Child 

Arnold Gessell. Cloth, illustrated, 322 pp., 1930. The Mac- 
millan Company, New York City. 

The Guidance Mental Growth Infant and Child very 
convenient summary the historical development guidance 
concepts and recent research together with the original investiga- 
tions the author and his group the Yale Psycho-Clinic. The 
book, the author himself says, readily Gaul divided into 
three parts. The first part deals with the “Progress Guidance 
the second part deals with the “Problems and Methods 
Child Guidance,” and the third deals with the “Science and 
Protection Child Growth.” Before discussing these parts de- 
tail, may well point out the extraordinary number 
scientific workers now working this problem, and the great 
amount literature that now being produced; for example, 
the question the growth and physical development the 
child. More literature was produced the past twenty-five years 
than the preceding four centuries. 

The first section the book, after dealing with the new trends 
and movements which analysis the literature and the 
problem made, presents historical summary guidance con- 
cepts. According the author, the outlook the previous cen- 
turies was authoritarian, pietist, romantic, and theolo- 
gical concepts which are disappearing under the rationalizing in- 
fluence the biological (page 14). 

The general situation the eighteenth century the parent- 
child relationship shown quoting doctrines and methods 
Susannah Wesley, the mother John Wesley. This followed 
statement the genetic and secular trends the interpretation 
childhood the early nineteenth century. Then there follows 
reproduction pictures children with verses underneath, show- 
ing older conceptions child training and development, and 
series pictures illustrating more recent attitudes. Then there fol- 
lows very excellent summary the nursery-school movement 
and the problems the kindergarten today. The intimate relation- 
ship with the home, and the absolute necessity parent 
tion fundamental the conception the nursery school pre- 
sented the book. The author says: 

“Parents respond similar educational influences. Much done 
direct conference with parents, still more indirect sugges- 
tion; and the ideal nursery school one which parents have 
distinct sense participation, responsibility, and ownership. The 
nursery-school director who said she didn’t know whether her 
work ended began when her children went home had the right 
philosophy. The mother who cheerfully complained that the nurs- 
ery school had increased rather than reduced her burdens had 
caught the same philosophy” (page 110). 

The problem before the kindergarten presented very sensibly, 
and from new point view. While the phrase, “public-school 
system” given, it, course, applies any school system. The 
author points out: 

“If the assumption that the kindergarten place for 
five-year-olds, and that they attend full-time basis daily, like 
any other school children, prejudice the solution the prob- 
lem. If, however, regard the kindergarten the vestibule 
the public-school system, controllable port entry, and give 
freedom develop varying, multiple contacts with different age 
levels and with parents, may possible overcome the in- 
stitutional delimitations toward which the kindergarten pattern
